b« binding. 


The commission will not have anj 


control or power over this final nego- 
tiation. The only advantage, there- 
fore, gained will have been the pos- 
sible fact that all the grievances -will 
have been threshed out and a way 
p»v*d for an early agreement. 


It is more than probable that this 


same end could have been reached 
two months or more ago, it the gov- 
ernment had not interfered. The strike 
would have been averted, the public 
insured against the distress of a coal 
[amme in mid-winter, and industry in 
general, and the coal industry in par- 
ticular, saved the confusion, experiae 
and inconvenience which a poorly re- 
gulated government control brought 


So far as the government's inten- 


tion to regulate the price of coal is 
concerned, 
the same results could 


and would have obtained without the 
Coal Commission^and Its investigation 
as with it. 


Prices may be controlled only aa 


long as the Lever act i»- in force. 
Whatever decision the Coal Commis- 
sion may make on prices, must come 
from the power this same Lever act 
provides. 
'Wtben the Lever act ex- 


pires—which may be this week or 
next, price regulation will ceas'e. 


If President Wilson had appointed 


a successor to Fuel Administrator 
Garfield, 
or 
given to some bureau 


chief the power of a fuel administra- 
tor, that successor could have ac- 
complished with a stroke of the pen 
what the commission may take si 
or more days,yet to do, and ended 
much of the confusion which handicap 
the industry and the public today. 


In view of all these conclusions, 


why the Coal Commission? We con- 
fess ourselves at a loss to answer this 
question any more than we,can ex- 
plain the wherefore of a great many 
things the Wilson Administration has 
done in its mmgltns. meddlesome in- 
terference'with the coal industry the 
-past year.
